FRANKFORT. KY Joe Hogg*. 
State Highway Engineer, estimates 
that the road fund for next year will 
amount to I2.7MI.OOO. of which $1- 
700.000 will be derived from the tax 
on motor hor»e power. 1450,000 from 
the I cent a gallon on gasoline tax 
and 1K00.O00 from the I cent road 
tax These figures show that the 
motorist* of the State will pay 12.- 
150.000 of the road fund, the remain 
der being derived from the a.l val- 
orem tax.
